B. Hollinger, of Chapman, 
Kansas, purchased the next bull, Muskogee 
Prince 4th 464771, also a son of Prince 
Marshall at the second high figure of 
$410.00. Mr. A. R. McBurney, a breeder 
from down on the gulf coast of Louisiana, 
took a pair of young bulls at $300.00 each. 
The rancher from the bayou country proved 
to be the heaviest buyer at the sale for he 
took along in addition to his bulls a group 
of fourteen females, making a total pur- 
chase of sixteen head. This was the third 
trip that Mr. McBurney had made to the 
Kershaw ranch this spring. On the two 
previous trips he had purchased no less 

than thirty head of breeding cattle. 

Only three head of the sale cattle re- 
mained in Muskogee county. These three 
heifers were purchased by George Davis of 

Boynton. Several other Oklahoma stock 
men were present, however they permitted 
more than half of the entire offering to 
leave the state. Prof. W. L. Blizzard, of 
the Oklahoma A. & M. College, Stillwater, 
was present and purchased two fine Fourth 
Branch Blackbird heifers by Blackcap Mar- 
-— 9th to be put to work in the college 

erd. 

_It was a great pleasure to spend the eve- 
ning before the sale going over the cattle, 
and again to check up on them on Monday 
morning as the crowd assembled. The Ker- 
shaw offering was presented in excellent 
condition. The cattle were individually good 
and it was an appreciative audience that 
clambored upon the seats soon after satis- 
fying their desire for a taste of prime Ab- 
erdeen-Angus beef. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Kershaw had purchased the Seripps 
grand champion steer at Fort Worth with 
the expectation of having him prepared for 
a feast before the sale was to open. This 
steer however was released to go to Dallas 
where he became a member of the View 
Herd that is on display there this summer.

Therefore it became necessary to procure 
another steer which was selected from the 
feed yards of S. C. Fullerton, of Miami, 
Oklahoma. While this steer had never had 
the privilege of leading a victorious parade 
about the show ring, the richly marbled 
“chunks” of beef that found their way onto 
the plates as they passed along the counter 
gave ample evidence as to the show yard 
quality of the bullock and indicated beyond 
a doubt that his carcass was of prime 
quality. 

The true hospitality of the great south- 
west was surely exemplified in the many 
courtesies extended by Mr. and Mrs. Ker- 
shaw and their fine family. 

The sale was snappy from the start and 
wound up with as much zip as it had open- 
ed.

It is very true that many rare bargains

On the other 
hand there were among the cattle selling 
in the higher brackets many real bargains, 
for as a rule these have been cattle with 
splendid backing as to breeding and pro- 
duction records, for themselves or their im- 
mediate ancestors. 

It has been some few years since so many 
new faces have been seen at the sales, and 
just as long since so many cattle went in- 
to absolutely new hands. There is one 
source of great satisfaction to the Journal 
in all this new buying, viz.; the selections 
have been made with great care and the 
gentlemen doing the buying seem to be of 
the sound, substantial, thinking and plan- 
ning sort which assures their permanancy 
in any thing they may undertake.

It was a long but pleasant drive from the 
Brown-Hartley sale at Luverne, Minnesota, 
on Monday, June 15th, to the Northern IIli- 
nois Breeders sale at Sterling, Illinois, on 
Tuesday, June 16th, (something over 500 
miles) where F. W. Crump, of Morrison, 
Ehlers Bros., of Lamoille, Newcomer Broth- 
ers, of Mt. Sterling, and Ray M. Clikeman, 
of Rockford, joined under the management 
of F. W. Crump to hold what was called the 
Northern Illinois Breeders sale. 
Cols. W. H. Cooper and A. D. 
Bradshaw were the auctioneers in 
charge. 

This was the first sale the gen- 
tlemen had ever indulged in and 
like everyone else discovered many 
things essential to holding a sale. 
They were to a great disadvantage 
because of the crop season, every 
farmer in that part of the country 
was as busy as he could possibly 
be and not too many of them left 
their work to attend the auction.
